I caught Thatcher Atkin taking inventory 
Thursday night and asked him to compare his 
business this month with.

WE WILL HAVE TO GO SOME if we match 
last year’s gains over the previous one. Comp­ 
troller Bob Bullock, in a report issued this week, 
shows Georgetown with a whopping 141 per cent 
gain in tax collections, which reflect sales, in 
1975. Our share of the loot, just I per cent, put 
$142,985.40 into the city’s kitty!

Payment, the schedule specifies, will be made 
for 16 hours, with no deductions for eating time, 
during the hours of 6:30 a. rn. to 10:30 p. rn. 
Hours between 10:30 p. rn. and 6 30 a. rn. are 
designated as “sleeptim e” for each night while 
the employe is on duty. 
“ Since employes are subject to interruptions 
during this sleeptim e,” the work agreem ent con­ 
tinues, “they will be paid for two hours during 
the pervod of 10:30 p. rn. to 6:30 a. rn. 
“ IF YOU do not receive at least five hours of 
sleep during the period of 10:30 p. rn. to 6:30 a.

A SECOND ITEM on the agenda concerns 
employment of a replacem ent for Bryan Voss, 
hired under the Title IV, CETA program to 
determ ine whether courthouse offices can im ­ 
prove their accounting systems.

Comptroller’s 
delinquents 
list released 


Names of 21 Williamson County individuals 
and companies owing a total of $17,864.24 in state 
and city sales tax were released to the SUN on 
Wednesday by the State Comptroller’s Office. 
Delinquents’ addresses and the amounts owed 
were included on a list of IOO from throughout 
the Comptroller’s Belton district. Claiming the 
information is public record, Comptroller Bob 
Bullock sent the list to each newspaper, radio 
and television station in the eight-county dis­ 
trict. 
THE 
LIST 
(partially 
reproduced) 
show­ 
ed two delinquent accounts in Georgetown, nine 
in Taylor, five in Leander, two in Round Rock, 
and one each in Liberty Hill, Cedar Park, and 
Thrall. 
Latest directory listings showed only three of 
those on the list still in Williamson County. 
Bullock said his office has court judgments 
against the persons and businesses on the list for 
a total of $122,912.36 district-wide. 
Statewide, said the Comptroller, 6500 persons 
owe the state $12.5 million. 
“This is money these delinquents owe the tax­ 
payers of this state,” Bullock commented, 
‘‘every penny of it was collected from taxpayers 
who thought it was going to their state and city 
government. Instead, it went into somebody’s 
pocket. They didn’t start owing this yesterday, 
either. This is money we spent months trying to 
collect before going to court.” 
NAMES OF THOSE who paid overdue tax in 
full before the list was released were deleted 
from it. 
“It s going to embarrass some folks and make 
them mad,” said the Comptroller. “But I’d 
rather have 6500 red-faced delinquents coming 
into our district offices to pay up, grumbling all 
the while, than to have the other ll million 
citizens of this state mad at me for letting this 
debt to them continue to gather dust.” 
Some overdue tax payments have been only 
partial, he continued. “Some of those partial 
payments were paltry — like $20 on a $1,000 
judgment. That’s not going to cut it. We want it 
all back."

Electoral system said in ‘chaos

Dolph Briscoe 
Thursday to call a special session ‘to 
restore the sovereignty of Texas.” 
Without such a session, the state 
may be faced with an endless round 
of legal battles involving legislative 
re districting and the presidential pri­ 
mary, according to Hutchison.

Hutchison pointed specifically to redis­ 
tricting

hearing Feb. 9 in San Antonio. 
“ We don’t know now if we’re going 
to have single-member districts drawn 
by the Legislature or by the courts, 
or whether we’re looking at a stay or­ 
der which would reinstitute at-large 
elections in those counties,” he said. 
The primary election is May I, and 
Hutchison feels immediate legislative 
action to adept judicially approved 
single-member boundaries would settle 
the question. 
In addition, the Republican party 
has the unique problem of trying to 
hold a presidential primary throughout

with 
the 
“ Bentsen Bill,” when it has no party 
apparatus in parts of the state and no 
provisions under the law to set up the 
party to hold the election. 
“ We must hold a primary in every 
district in which a candidate wants to 
run,” Hutchison said, noting that both 
Gerald Ford and Ronald Reagan want 
to have delegates on the ballot state­ 
wide. 
“ But there are some SO counties in 
Texas where we do not have a county 
chairman, any organization or pre­ 
cinct chairmen or people to hold elec­ 
tions. 


“ There is no way under the Elec­ 
tion Code to designate someone to 
hold elections," Hutchison said, main­ 
taining ary action he takes is subject 
to challenge as an illegal primary. 
"We can’t see any sense in litigat­ 
ing that question when it would be so 
easy to solve (through a legislative 
session),” he said. 


Asked the chances of persuading 
the governor to call such a session, 
Hutchison replied: “ He’s a great ad­ 
vocate of the federal courts getting 
out of our business. This would be -'n 
excellent opportunity to practice what 
he preaches.”

Greenbug* la small grains: 
Damaging greenbug pop­ 
ulations have been found in 
small grain fields in Williamson 
and Milam Counties. Small 
grain producers should make 
weekly checks in their fields for 
greenbug populations It is not 
possible to check small grain 
fields for greenbug damage 
from the front seat of a pickup 
By the time greenbug damage 
is noticed over a large area of 
the field, excessive damage 
may have already taken place. 
In addition, each field should be 
checked separately. Do not 
assume that if you have damag­ 
ing populations in one field all 
your fields should be treated. 
Greenbug populations will 
differ from field to field 
When checking a small grain 
field for greenbugs make at 
least ten checks at ten different 
locations in the field 
Each 
check should consist of counting 
the number of greenbugs in one 
foot of row Greenbugs will be 
found on the undersides of 
leaves and around the stem 
close to the ground The follow­ 
ing guide can be used to deter­ 
mine need for treatment:

Feeding activity of 
th ese m ite s is u sually 
restricted to areas on the un­ 
dersides of leaves where the 
mite colonies form. These areas 
become depressed and yellow. 
Webbing appears underneath 
the swollen, yellow spots on the 
upper surfaces of leaves. 
Mite control is often difficult 
because of resistance to the 
m iticides being used. The 
homeowner must be sure to 
a ch ie v e com plete spray 
coverage of infested plants 
Most miticides are contact 
materials, and the spray must 
come in contact with the mites 
to achieve satisfactory control.

A complete list of voting 
changes made in Williamson 
County since 1972. plus reasons 
for each change and its affect 
on minority groups, were mail­ 
ed to the Assistant Attorney 
General's Civil Rights Division 
in the Department of Justice by 
County Clerk Dick Cervenka’s 
office Thursday. 
The federal office will have 60 
days in which to assess the 
changes and accept, reject or 
request more information on 
the changes. 
N INE CHANGES were made 
as a result of the redistricting 
ordered by U. S. District Court 
Northern District of Texas on 
October 17, 1973. That order 
divided Williamson County into 
two congressional districts: 
District IO in the western part 
of the county, represented by J. 
J. “ Jake” Pickle, and District 
ll, covering the eastern area, 
represented by Congressman 
W R. “ Bob” Poage. 
Because Texas laws provide 
that no election precinct shall 
be formed from two or more 
voting precincts, several poll­ 
ing places had to be relocated 
where the new congressional 
district line crossed the 
precinct. 
NO M I N O R I T Y group 
members were affected within 
that line change, reported 
Cervenka. Less than five per­ 
cent of the population living in 
the areas where changes were 


a ffe c te d 
members 
Election Box Number Four 
was created in Cedar Park and 
subsequently 
relocated from 
the Cedar Park Water Supply 
office to the newly constructed 
City Hall building directly 
across highway 183 from the 
Water Supply building. 
The polling place in Leander 
was relocated from the 
M a so n ic 
H a l l , 
which 
Cervenka s report said was not 
available for all elections, to 
the high school administration 
building. The report said the 
move had also been made 
because the newer adminis­ 
tration building provides more 
comfortable 
accommodations 
for voters and election workers. 
In Round Rock Election 
Precinct 23. the polling place 
was moved from the city Fire 
Hall to the Round Rock library 
building next door because the 
newer and larger building 
offered more adequate and con­ 
venient facilities. 
The Circleville polling place 
was changed from the VFW 
Hall on Highway 95 to the Live­ 
stock Commission building 
located on Highway 29 three- 
quarters of a mile south of the 
VFW building. The Washington- 
bound report stated that the 
latter location is more centrally 
located within Circleville 
Precinct Number 28 and that 
the accommodations are larger 


and more convenient for voters 
Because less than 5% minority 
population lives in that area. 
Cervenka said, no minority 
groups were affected. 
OTHER CHANGES made in 
1974 in compliance with the dis­ 
trict court order were the con­ 
solidation of Election Pre­ 
cincts Number 32. Hare, and 
Number 17. Lawrence Chapel, 
with election Precinct Number 
34. Thrall. 
The reason given for the con­ 
solidation was that state law re­ 
quires there shall be no election 
precinct with less than IOO nor 
more than 2.000 registered 
voters. While both the Hare and 
Lawrence Chapel precincts had 
fever than the requisite IOO 
voters registered, Thrall has 
well under the maximum 2,000 
figure. Cervenka stated. 
His report adds that no 
minority groups were affected 
by the change because the 
minority groups in that area 
reside in the city of Thrall 
rather than in the rural areas 
affected by the consolidation. 
Because Election Precinct 27 
in Taylor had grown over the 
2,000-voter maximum, part of 
that precinct was annexed to 
E l e c t i o n

Circleville, which had less than 
the required 
IOO voters 
registered. 
The report states that no 
minority groups were affected 
by the annexation because few 


members of minority groups 
reside in rural areas but rather, 
in that Taylor-Circleville area. 
in Precincts 13 and 21. 
N O VEM BER 4. 1975, the re­ 
port provides, was the first 
election in Williamson County 
held under the bilingual 
proceedings 


We used all required 
supplies and forms for that 
election to comply with this 
law, 
Cervenka stated. “ All 
forms used were approved by 
the Secretary of State. All 
materials were printed in both 
Spanish and English." 
C E R V E N K A E X P L A I N E D 
that the voting changes made in 
Williamson County since 1972 
were submitted in duplicate to 
the federal office along with 
copies of exhibits A through H 
including maps of the county, 


showing all precinct and dis­ 
trict locations before and after 
the redistricting changes, as 
well as a 1970 Census Tact Map 
plus certified copies of all court 
orders effecting the changes. 
Cervenka says the changes 
should get final approval before 
any future elections are held 
The Democratic party, which 
uses the same precinct 
divisions, is submitting an iden­ 
tical compliance report. The 
Republican party also must 
submit a report to comply with 
the federal redistricting law. 
That report will 
differ from that of the county 
court office report, however, 
because some Republican 
primaries in Williamson Coun­ 
ty are held in combined 
precincts. State law requires 
only that one polling place be 
open in each election precinct.

Suddenly, California borders don’t contain it 
Jerry Brown’s political image grows

What is being termed a New Deal philoso­ 
phy without the deficit spending could propel 
( alifornia s youthful Democratic Governor, 
Edmund G. Brown Jr., into his party’s 
presidential sweepstakes. 
The politically unorthodox bachelor and 
former Jesuit seminarian seems to be captur­ 
ing the imagination of many with his ‘‘era of 
limits’’ (deny yourself, but help the poor) 
concept. He reinforced it this week in a state 
of the state address here during which he 
implored Californians to give up frills (among 
them more freeways, expanded government 
services, and educational extras).

Some here believe he was taking to 20 
million Californians but really addressing 
himself to a national audience. 
A year ago when he took office, Jerry 
Brown was almost unknown nationally. He 
wasn't even mentioned as a potential federal 
officeholder. 
But now the situation is drastically differ­ 
ent. Governor Brown’s reorder-your-prior­ 
ities, don’t-spend-what-you-can’t-afford, and 
turn - to - self - denial - rather - than - the - 
federal - dole ideas have been orchestrated 
nationally and have suddenly launched him 
into at least the front ranks or presidential 
dark horses this year. 
Among other things: 
• The National Observer, in a cover story, 
recently tabbed him ‘‘the hottest politician in 
America today.” 
• Conservative 
Republican 
newspaper 
chain editor in chief William Randolph Hearst 
Jr. predicts that Mr. Brown will someday 
occupy the Oval Office of the White House. 
• One California presidential poll shows the 
Governor leading all Democratic presidential 
aspirants in the primary race. Another has 
him outdistancing President Ford and former 
California Gov. Ronald Reagan in a runoff 
against either Republican. 
As of now, Mr. Brown is an avowed 
noncandidate. But insiders say he is consid­ 
ering running as a “favorite son” in Cal­ 
ifornia’s June 8 primary. And Florida Secre­ 
tary of State Bruce A. Smathers now says he 
may list Mr. Brown on his state’s Democratic 
primary ballot March 9. 
He explains the Californian has “struck the 
public fancy” and should be considered a 
candidate unless he officially rules himself 
out. Oregon’s chief elections officer is likely 


to take a similar stance before the deadline for 
that state’s May 25 primary. 
Close observers here say Governor Brown 
will likely opt out of the Florida race and other 
early primaries But some indicate that if no 
clear-cut front-runner emerges within his 
party by late spring, he might quickly gear up 
a campaign — which could make him a 
convention compromise choice. 
Mr. Brown’s potential constituency in a bid 
for national office might constitute a new type 
of political coalition. Conservative Republi­ 
cans — some of them disciples of Ronald 
Reagan — applaud his fiscal economies. Some 
say they wish he were of their political 
persuasion. At the same time, many liberal 
Democrats are perplexed by him. They 
support his help-the-poor stances but are wary 
of his cost-cutting and “deny yourself” con­ 
cepts. 
Mr. Brown is highly critical of the “estab­ 
lishment” of both parties. He shies from 
governors’ 
conferences 
and 
Democratic 
caucuses. He virtually thumbed his nose at his 
party’s site selection committee when it was 
considering the alternatives of Los Angeles 
and New York for the 1976 Democratic 
convention When New York City got the bid, 
some Democrats here blamed the Governor. 
Governor Brown’s broad appeal among 
Californians is attributed by many to the fact 
that he personally practices many of the 
frugalities he preaches. 
Since taking office, he has spurned living in 
the Governor’s mansion and opted for a 
modest apartment, discarded the official state 
limousine for a Plymouth, declined to attend 
out-of-state conferences to save airplane fare, 
and returned even inexpensive gifts from 
supporters. And he expects his aides and state 
workers to put in full days at the job and “go 
dutch” at business lunches.

Divorce is becoming a more 
natural outcome of m arriage in 
the modern world than is a per­ 
manent relationship, and peo­ 
ple find it ever more difficult to 
share their deep emotions, a 
psychology professor said in 
Georgetown on Wednesday. 
Dr. David Ludwig of the 
University of Indiana also said 
Georgetown is less affected by 
the ills of the “ scientific e ra ” 
than many urban areas and ad­ 
vised local residents to “ value 
the personal relationships you 
have 
they're a priceless com­ 
m odity.” 
Appearing as guest speaker 
for the Georgetown Lions Club. 
Ludwig said modern m arriage 
faces the challenge of the 
“ schizoid personality” — easy 
surface contact with others, 
while withholding exchange of 
deeper feelings. 
“ RELATIONSHIPS TODAY 
are in trouble," said Ludwig. 
“ As we move into the post- 
scientific era. we find our 
culture has trained us to plug 
into and out of situations, 
em otions, and relationships. 
We’ve developed what many 
psychologists call the alienated 
culture,’ with a sense of horri­ 
ble im perm anence.” 
The roots of this sense, said 
Ludwig, are sunk in the mobili­ 
ty of society, visual rather than 
verbal communication, and the 
scientific drive toward objec­ 
tivity and the disengagement of 
emotions. 
Ludwig said he was im ­ 
pressed with sym ptom s of 
alienation about seven years 
ago when students he worked 
with expressed more anxiety 
o v e r 
l o s s 
of 
p e r s o n a l 
relationships than over guilt — 
form erly the most common 


emotional disturbance. 
"Everyone needs something 
they can feel attached to. To­ 
day, a lot of people seem to 
sense they don’t have anything 
like that, that they're drifting, 
without knowing where they’re 
going We find it’s easy to get to 
know people to a point, but the 
d e e p 
e m o t i o n s 
a r e 
guarded,withheld, and hidden ” 
THIS SCHIZOID - SPLIT - 
PERSONALITY leads to reluc­ 
tance to involve oneself deeply 
and risk a personal exchange 
with another person,” and shar- 
ing, e s p e c i a l l y b e t w e e n 
m arraige partners, becomes a 
thing of the past, Ludwig con­ 
tinued. 
He said people in large urban 
settings, consequently fail to 
develop a variety of personal 
relationships and the entire 
burden of emotional fulfillment 
is thrown onto the m arital 
relationship - often with dis­ 
astrous results. 


detachment of emotions, mov­ 
ing toward com m unity and 
reestablishment of the “impor­ 
tance of emotional contact with 
other persons.” 
Evidence of this is found, he 
said, toward rural areas and 
smal ler c ommuni ti e s like 
Georgetown. In these areas 
people can more easily develop 
a variety of personal relations 
and a sense of belonging to 
something permanent, he ex­ 
plained. 
Whether that struggle will 
succeed remains to be seen, 
said the psychologist. 


But in the m eantim e, he 
counseled residents of such 
communities to work at daily 
contact ’, a genuine personal 
exchange, e sp e c ia lly with 
spouses. 
"It s up to you to bring back 
the forces that hold people 
together.” 


"The single relation simply 
cannot live up to those expec­ 
tations of fulfillment and is 
therefore seen as a failure. 
D i v o r c e b e c o m e s m o r e 
natural than a permanent 
relationship," Ludwig said. 


The disintegration of close 
com m unities also prom otes 
divorce, he added, because the 
pressures of community which 
can hold a m arriage together 
and provide other emotional 
outlets are absent.

For the home gardener who 
wants a ‘‘day-to-day’’ plan to 
follow throughout the year, the 
Texas Agricultural Extension 
Service has the answer — a 
‘‘Garden Calendar.” 
“The new calendar is a daily 
guide that lets the gardener 
know when to do what for a 
successful garden,” points out 
Sam Cotner, horticulturist for 
the Texas Agricultural Ex­ 
tension Service. 
“The calendar also features a 
list of recommended vegetable 
varieties for Texas along with a 
planting guide which provides 
such useful information as row 
and plant spacings, time re­ 
quired for crops to mature, and 
expected yields.” 
Although the calendar is 
designed mainly for Southeast 
and South Central Texas, 
Cotner explains that the infor­ 
mation it features can be used 
in other areas by simply ad­ 
justing planting dates to the 
average freezing dates in 
different regions of the state. 
‘‘The Garden Calendar deals 
primarily with vegetable gar­ 
dening but also includes timely 
hints on growing fruit and nuts, 
shrubs, 
flowers and lawn 
grasses,” adds the Texas A&M 
U n i v e r s i t y S y s te m h o r ­ 
ticulturist. 
The calendar is available 
from the Department of Ag­ 
ricultural Communications at 
Texas A&M University for 25 
cents a copy. Anyone interested 
in reviewing the calendar may 
do so at any county Extension 
office. 
“Since the key to a successful 
garden often hinges on doing 
the right thing at the right time, 
the Garden Calendar should be 
just the thing for most home 
gardeners,” believes Cotner.

For the home gardener who 
wants a “day-to-day” plan to 
follow throughout the year, the 
Texas Agricultural Extension 
Service has the answer — a 
“Garden Calendar.” 
“The new calendar is a daily 
guide that lets the gardener 
know when to do what for a 
successful garden,” points out 
Sam Cotner, horticulturist for 
the Texas Agricultural Ex­ 
tension Service. 
“The calendar also features a 
list of recommended vegetable 
varieties for Texas along with a 
planting guide which provides 
such useful information as row 
and plant spacings, time re­ 
quired for crops to mature, and 
expected yields.” 
Although the calendar is 
designed mainly for Southeast 
and South Central Texas, 
Cotner explains that the infor­ 
mation it features can be used 
in other areas by simply ad­ 
justing planting dates to the 
average freezing dates in 
different regions of the state. 
“The Garden Calendar deals 
primarily with vegetable gar­ 
dening but also includes timely 
hints on growing fruit and nuts, 
shrubs, 
flowers and lawn 
grasses,” adds the Texas A&M 
U n i v e r s i t y S y s t e m h o r ­ 
ticulturist. 
The calendar is available 
from the Department of Ag­ 
ricultural Communications at 
Texas A&M University for 25 
cents a copy. Anyone interested 
in reviewing the calendar may 
do so at any county Extension 
office. 
“Since the key to a successful 
garden often hinges on doing 
the right thing at the right time, 
the Garden Calendar should be 
just the thing for most home 
gardeners,” believes Cotner.

children and young adults — is 
on the increase. That’s why it 
would be well for you to learn 
something about the ailment 
and what can be done about it, 
Lerro told his audience. 
“Infectious hepatitis is an in­ 
fection of the body which at­ 
tacks the liver and intestines 
“The disease may occur any 
time of the year, but usually it 
is less prevalent in the summer. 
“Neither antibiotics nor sulfa 
drugs are effective against the 
viruses of either infectious 
hepatitis or serum hepatitis 
Rest in bed, sometimes for 
several weeks, and proper diet 
are essential 
to the patient’s 
recovery.” Lerro stated. 
Recognizing the symptoms of 
infectious hepatitis and serum 
hepatitis is important so that a 
doctor may be called promptly 
and the patient given the best 
chance for early recovery. 
Patients with hepatitis may 
have few or all of these symp­ 
toms : 
—aches in the head, back or 
joints 
—fever, nausea and vomiting 
-tenderness over the liver or 
heaviness” in the abdomen 
-washed-out feeling, like flu 
or grippe

appearance of whites of eyes or 
skin (children with hepatitis 
usually do not become jaun­ 
diced) 
“If anyone in your family has 
these 
symptoms,

Frank P. Faris hangs up his slide rule

It s not an exciting job un­ 
less you’re a born builder ” 
says Frank P Fans. 
After 39 years with the Texas 
State Department of Highways 
and Public Transportation, 21 
of them in Georgetown, born 
builder Faris retired Friday as 
Supervising Resident Engineer 
of District 14 
Henceforth, the 63-year-old 
highway man will ride the 
roads in Williamson County in­ 
stead of designing them 
BUT THAT DOESN’T MEAN 
his interest in transportation is 
anything like ended, and he 
plans to stay firmly involved 
with the advancement of trans­ 
portation in Texas. 
“ His only interest in life is 
engineering,” says F aris’s wife 
Margaret 
"Anyone who want 
to talk engineering, he ll talk 
to.” 
Faris says he came by that in­ 
terest naturally, and trans­ 
portation has been a part of his 
entire life. 
Born in Step h en v ille on 
Valentine’s Day, 
1913, Faris 
grew up around railroads and 
the automotive supply business. 
His father supported his 
mother and a family of five 
sons by working as a conductor 
for the Cottonbelt Line, which 
ran through Waco and Hillsboro 
to Stephenville, and later as 
owner of an auto supply shop in 
Crockett. 
The Faris family migrated to 
Crockett from Tyler, 
where 
they had moved when Frank 
was less than a year old. He 
went through junior high and 
high school there, and also met 
Margaret in Crockett, though 
marriage was still down the 
road a way. 
IN THE AUTUMN OF 1930 he 
entered the University of Texas 
at 
A ustin 
to study c iv il 
engineering. His mother moved 
to Austin and established a 
boarding house in the well­ 
known Pease Mansion at 2310 
San Gabriel, and Frank’s father 
cam e in from Crockett on the 
weekends. 
During his college years, 
F aris also developed as a musi­ 
cian. 
He was a member of the 
Longhorn Band and made most 
of his expense money as a jazz­ 
man, playing tenor sax and 
clarinet with a band of eight. 
The band toured Central Tex-

as playing the music of the day 
at dances known among UT 
students as “Germans.” Their 
main jobs were in Gregory 
Gym at Texas and in places like 
Brenham and Fredericksburg. 
In the summer of his junior 
year - August, 1933 - the civil 
engineering student got a little 
practical experience as a tem­ 
porary employe of the Highway 
Department in Crockett - and 
never went back to school. 
“I ve never missed a depart­ 
ment payroll since except of my 
own choosing,” says Faris. 
With the exception of a seven 
months 
leave of absence in 
1942, Faris worked for the High­ 
way D ep artm en t until he 
volunteered for the Army Corps 
of Engineers in early 1943 and 
was shipped out to the western 
Pacific for the island cam­ 
paign. 
He spent the next three years 


with the Army Air Force, main­ 
ly on Guam and Okinawa, 
building airstrips amid the 
fighting. 
Mrs. 
F an s worked 
during that time for the Depart­ 
ment of the Army and as Paint 
Supervisor for the Department 
of the Navy in Beaumont. 
As if the war hadn’t been 
tough enough, F aris’s discharge 
from the 1886th Engineer Bat­ 
talion was postponed long 
enough for him to be in the mid­ 
dle of a typhoon which swept 
Okinawa in October, 1945, with 
winds up to 132 miles per hour. 
But he finally got discharged 
on March 9,1946, and after a 30- 
day rest went — you guessed it, 
back to the Highway Depart­ 
ment. 
FROM 1946 TO 1954 Faris 
worked as Resident Engineer in 
Woodville, 
Beaumont, 
Port 
Arthur, and Orange, Texas. 
He a ls o g ot 
h is s ta te 


engineer’s license — through a 
three-day exam in Austin, plus 
a thesis on the construction of 
Northwest Field on Okinawa. 
In September of 1954 Frank 
put in for a transfer, and the 
Farises were soon on their way 
to Georgetown. 
Here’s where they’ve been 
for over 21 years, making their 
home now at 1320 E. Twelfth St. 
Faris moved up to the Super­ 
vising Resident Engineer’s spot 
on November I, 1956 and has 
helped direct Williamson Coun­ 
ty road construction since. 
At least 230 miles of Farm to 
Market roads in the county 
have been built or rebuilt dur­ 
ing those years, about $20 
million worth of construction. 
“Transportation has expand­ 
ed the economy of this state 
tremendously,” 
says 
Faris. 
“Texans like to travel, and they 
want good, safe roads. I guess 
the thing I ’m proudest of in my 
work has been to have had a 
hand in helping provide the safe 
roads Texas need and want.” 
THE LIST of road construc­ 
tion supervised by Faris is long, 
especially the FM road sec­ 
tions: Leander Road, Andice to 
Floren ce, Jonah to Hutto, 
R ice’s Crossing to Taylor, parts 
of FMS 971, 1105 , 972, 440 487 
1869. 
He’s also been in on the 
engineering and construction of 
T a y lo r ’s South Loop 
(17 
bridges) and downtown over­ 
pass; the building of four-lane 
U.S. 183; rebuilding, relocation, 
and widening of State Highway 
95 from Bartlett to the Travis 
County line; a new underpass 
south of Granger; and the high 
w ater bridge over B e rry ’s 
Creek, to name a few. 
Faris has also helped pioneer 
h i g h wa y 
i n n o v a t i o n s 
in 
Williamson County. 
“ I ’ve always been one to ex­ 
periment, try new things,” he 
says. 
State Highway 95, for in­ 
stance, includes a “plant mix 
friction course” — a section of 
roadway built on hard asphalt 
with a synthetically produced 
aggregate. The mix retards 
puddling on the road during 
r a i n s t o r m and v i r t u a l l y 
elim inates 
the 
phenomenon 
known as ‘hydroplaning’ in 
which tires tend to ride on 
water instead of the road and 
lose traction. 
Also, part of I nt er st at e 
H i g h w a y 
35 
i n c l u d e s a 
"petrom at," a petroleum layer 


which 
prevents 
‘frost boil’ 
lumps in the road during cold 
weater. 
FARIS ALSO has a store of 
anecdotes from his years in the 
Highway Department. He es­ 
pecially remembers the night 
of April 24, 1957, when a raging 
torrent 
of floodwater rolled 
down both forks of the San 
G a b r i e l and s we p t over 
everything from Georgetown to 
Taylor. 
Faris and another depart­ 
ment employe were out in the 
flood, watching on Highway 95 
to see whether the currents 
would carry away a section of 
bridge then being built over the 
river near Taylor. 
"We were listening to the 
Taylor radio station over a 
transistor radio when a bulletin 
cam e over the a ir ,” Faris 
recalled. “ It said the station 
had just been notified that the 
Taylor bridge was gone, carried 
away downstream.” 
“ We were kind of surprised,” 
he adds, 
"because we were 
standing on the bridge, and it 
d i d n ’t s e e m to be going 
anywhere.” 
Faris has also gotten a lot of 
calls in his time from citizens 
who want to complain about 
speed limits - “ which I don’t 
have a thing to do with” — and 
from the mayor of a Williamson 
County community who would 
regularly call F aris’s super­ 
visor to complain about Faris, 
when he wasn't calling Faris to 
complain about the supervisor 
H E’S REMAINED dedicated 
to the Highway Department 
throughout, and hopes to stay 
busy working for the depart­ 
ment in an informal way. 
He says the department is 
having to pull its horns in dur­ 
ing a time of spiraling costs 
because revenues remain the 
same, and wants to support it 
and explain its problems “to 
anyone who will listen.” 
Faris will also be busy with 
his Georgetown activities, the 
Veterans of Foreign Wars 
Lions Club, Rotary Club, the 
Presbyterian Church. 


Margaret Faris will continue 
to work in the accounting 
department at Semcor and with 
the alumna branch of Phi Mu 
sorority 
at 
Southwestern 
University. 
And Frank Faris will try to 
see that Texans still have more 
and safer roads.
